Take for purpose of com- 
parison the vessel In "I/Afrlcaine" 
and the ship in the first act of "Tristan 
and Isolde." 
The former shows the 


section of a vessel as neatly divided 
into various compartments as a box of 
seed samples. 
If the scene is well 


done, if, when the double basses begin 
to rumble and 
the 
ship 
begins 


to roll, the women shriek in their com- 
partments, the priests pray In theirs, 
and the savages whose canor3 would 
surely have been swamped In the 
storm, supposing they could have been 
launched at all, climb over the ship's 
side and massacre everything in sight 
—well, we see the cleverness of it and 
are entertained, but hardly horror 
stricken or overcome by terror. 


On the other hand, the ship's deck 


in "Tristan," with its group of silent 
men near the helm and its passion 
torn woman in the foreground, the dis- 
tant horizon line suggesting the sea far 
more effectively than a whole platoon 
of mechanically "worked" waves pos- 
sibly can, creates illusion and atmos- 
phere, and forms as much a component 
part of the music drama as the sing- 
ers and 
orchestra. 
The ship In 


"L'Afrieaine" is a clever bit of stage 
mechanics; the ship In "Tristan" Is 
scenery that acts,—Qustav Kobbe in 
Century.

unless it may be (.hat he loves to dwell 
on the dark sid~ of life, whioh we do 
not believe is true, as sunshine seems 
to illuminate tbe better side of his 
nature. We are of the opinion, be* 
cause it is sustained by the truth, that 
the cause that led the editor to select 
a simile from Homer is that the fight 
before Troy was about a woman, and 
the well known gallantry of tbe editor 
gives to his friends an intelligent sola 
tion of tbe reason that inspired the 
simile, "sulk in their tent." 


The editor, in tho same article that 


the above extract is taken from, made 
another strange allusion to silver men: 
"Let all who think that Nevada has 
no future except silver mining stay 
on the tangent many have been on for 
tbe past six years, and they will ran 
behind financially and socially and be 
classed as back numbers, as they are 
to-day, for all time tiud eternity." 


The editor is usually up to what he 


is writing about, and. we conclude he 
has had in the editorial mind another 
simile that fives an explanation to the 
lust quotation, which simile is taken 
from the history of tbe Homan repub- 
lic and empire. In the early history 
of Koine the patricians became rulers, 
declaring their will through the sen- 
ate, and so continued to declare their 
will till Caesar largely tupplanted the 
Roman fathers by making the republic 
an empire. 


In many uf the years of tbe republic 


und empire the class who wurked and 
were enslaved by the patricians were 
not recognized socially as they were 
classed as back numbers "to-day, for 
all time and eternity," and to dis- 
tinguish them from the rich patrician 
olasa, the toilers were called plebeian, 
which term the editor perhaps bad in 
his mind wuen he wrote "will run be- 
hind financially and socially." 


The editor, we conclude from his use 


of language, can now see in tbe near 
future the patrician and the plebeian 
in the United States, abnnld it be 
otherwise tho editor may in tbe future 
give to the people the object that bad 
possession of bis mind when he used 
the words "behind financially as well 
ns socially." 


The relation mentioned by the editor 


that will be given to silver men in tbe 
future is tbe relation that the ple- 
beians, or slaves sustained to Roman 
society and to be just to the editor and 
to bis language no other construction 
can be given to it than that which we 
have given. 


Another cause we have for conclud- 


ing that the conditions in Rome named 
are those refered to in connection with 
silver men is that the tendency of the 
times and the work of the political 
party to whioh the editor claims to be 
long is to plebeinize and enslave tbe 
people and tbe 
demonetization of 


silver was the first effort made to en- 
slave them, and so lontf as the inde- 
pendent and noble among the people 
aspire to freedom will they continue to 
work for its remouetization as there is 
in its restoration to a State of freedom, 
a security against the intended en- 
slavement of mankind 
through the 


power of money. 


We are obliged to the editor for his 


frank admission respecting; the future 
relation that silver men will sustain 
to the patrician gold bug society in Ne- 
vada. It is not a bright future that is 
given to silvermen in the State, as the 
persons, who will claim to sustain tbe 
relation of patricians among us, are 
deciedly soruby. 


Tbe humiliation incident to a ple- 


beian or slave position to those who 
will claim to occupy tbn patrician 
character will be enlarged to high- 
minded and honorable men who are in 
favor of maintaining tbe integrity of 
their country through tbe free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 te 1,

We will gladly accept any evidence 


that Mr. Lake of tho Sunset Company 
is not responsible for this state of 
affairs, although we have creditable 
witnesses to the effect that telephone 
wires are causing the trouble. 


Mr. Lake in a communication in tbe 


afternoon hand-bill denies that tele- 
phone wires ever cross electric light 
wires. This can only be partialy true, 
for in an interview yesterday evening 
with a JOUBNAL reporter ba stated that 
the "-crossings were due to tbe wires 
strung by the Bell Company. We hope 
this is true on Mr. Lake's account. At 
airevente telephone and electric light 
wires raise tbe very dickens when 
the Washoe zephyrs blow.

One o'clock is the hour when visitors 


are admitted to the black hole in the 
C. & C. hoisting works. There is no 
placard reading, "All hope abandon, ye 
who enter here," bat the descent into 
avernas could not be by more terrorfal 
entrance. 


Down, down, three thousand, three 


hundred feet, nearly half of which 
distance is in steaming water reeking 
with tbe sulphurous fames that are 
said to fill the Stygian pit. 


But if all goes well; if the broad 


woven cable does not break, if tbe tiny 
platform does not part company with 
its supports, if the engineer does not 
fall prey to a fit of mental abberation 
if the thousand and one things that 
might possibly happen do not ma- 
terialize—then we will make the de- 
scent in safety. Thank heaven, that 
insurance policy is paid upt 


But all goes well. There is no pos- 


sibility of accident. Safeguards in 
the form of automatic brakes, perfect 
construction of hoisting machinery and 
constant inspection of the appliances 
make the journey safe. 


At the time the scribe descended 


iito the depths of tbe O. & C. shaft 
tbe shifts were being changed and upo n 
the little platforms were three rows 
of three men each. A "special car" 
was. however, reserved for the scribe 
and his conductor, Mr. MoKintry, fore- 
man of the mine. 


The first halt was made at the 


Sutro tunnel, where tbe water from the 
lower levels passes out into the open 
air. At the rate the one elevator was 
discharging the tepid, sulphurous flood 
it would seem that either anwater- 
lug should be quickly accomplished 
or that tbe source of the flow was some 
vast underground sea. 


Day and night this twelve inch 


stream gashes forth and gradually t^e 
water is falling. From ten or twelve 
feet below the 1750 level it has sunk to 
128 feet below the 1950 level. 
The 


work is a marvel of engineering skill, 


la the 1750 level a winze is deing 


sank to meet the upraise from the floor 
below. Here the miners delve away in 
comparative comfort, so well are the 
workings ventilated by the powerful 
blowers. They are well lighted also. 
These systems of electric light and 
power are superintended by James 
Sullivan, formerly electrician at the 
Asylum. He carefully explained the 
workings of these plants, entombed 
nearly two thousand feet below the 
surface of mother earth. 


In the IfcOO level the heat is intense. 


A pair of drawers and a cap are all 
that the miners find bearable in the 
matter of clothing. 


We had to step aside every few 


minutes to allow oars of ore to pass. 
On this level the work is being done 
which may mean no more assessments 
on the stock of the famouj Con. Cal. 
and Va. When the Morgan mill starts 
up on the accumulation of ore from 
this level there will be bullion oars 
traveling again over the V. & T.

Tbe strike was 
made on the side of a gulch a mile or 
so northwest of the seminary. Jerrette 
H. Brown, a mining expert from Aus- 
tralia and South Africa is the discov- 
erer. 


He and his partners have been 


quietly working defining the ledge. 


It may be described: 
Tbe ledge has a base or foundation 


of calcite in which exists green borne- 
blende, native copper, uzurite, copper 
carbonate, arsenate and sulphate of 
copper, gold and silver. 


Several persons have had assays 


made at different offices, taking what 
was the average of the ledge. A repre- 
sentative assay reads: Copper, 10:41 
percent; silver, 12 !2 oz.; gold, $148. 


The ledge is resting on a footwall of 


birds eye porpbory. Its hanging wall 
is traohite 
The strike is nearly 


northwest-southeast. 
Sufficient work 


baa not been done yet to establish tbe 
dip. 


Oroppings extend for three thousand 


feet. Crosscuts show tbe ledge to have 
a surface width of forty feet. It is es- 
timated that 20,000 tons of ore are in 
sight. This means a tidy fortune if it 
mills as well as it horns, for the cost of 
loading it on wagons, hauling it to the 
reduction works and treating it will 
hardly exceed $8 a ton. 


Tbe wonder is, if the ledge is what 


visitors claim it to be, that it lay open 
for location these many years. Let as 
all go kick ourselves. 


J. H. Biown, Frank, H. Nororosp, J. 


A. Potboff and D. W. Cuts have lo- 
cated claims on tbe lead and will or- 
ganize a company. Thomas Wheeler 
and Andrew Fife have taken up exten- 
sions. 


If this proves to be the bonanza that 


it is claimed to be, Beno will jnmpto 
10,000 population next spring and old 
Peavine will become a second Mount 
Davidson.
